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GENOA CONFERENCE 
A DISMAL FAILURE, 


LONDON, MAY 13th.—Whatever 
truce pact, or pious resolutions may be 
the final outcome of the Genoa confer- 
ence before ‘t breaks up completely, 
its failure to sevtle the great, urgent 
problems of Europe or to create a ‘i +t- 
ter moral atniosphere among the }!ur- 
opean peoples is now certain, visible 
and disastrous The plain causes of 
that failure in my judgment, says S'‘r 
Philip Gibbs, are as ample as they are 
alarming. 

First of all the absence of the U. S., 
for inevitable reasons no doubt, de- 
prived this world council of a power 
which might have thrown its weight 
on the side of conciliation and common 
sense in a spirit of arbitration which 
would have been respected by all na- 
tions. Secondly, Lloyd George, who 
called and inspired this conference 
with the generous idea of lifting Eu- 
rope out of a morass of international 
rivalries and ruin by a plan of co- 
operation and peaceful organization, 
was harassed and menaced by the po- 
litical agitation behind him in Eng- 
land. Thirdly, the decision forced by 
France to forbid all discussion or con- 
sideration of German reparations or 
Fourthly, the disagreement between 
general demobilization made any econ- 
omic or political stabilization of Eu- 
rope impossible from the  out.et. 
Fourthly, the disagreement between 
allied and neutral powers on the sub- 
ject of Russia before the conference 
began gave the Russian delegates a 
chance which should never have been 
allowed of making separate treaties 
with single powers and playing one 
against the other. Fifthly, and most 
sinister of of all that has happened, 
Lloyd George’s program of. conciliation 
and co-operation for the sake of world 
peace and the European family as a 
whole, has forced into the open the 
political philosophy of the present 
French government which is not based 
upon the interests of the European 
family but upon the deliberate inten- 
tion of using the military strength of 
France to crush Germany and domin- 
ate Europe. 


Than Before. 


We are in a worse state now than 
if the Genoa conference had not hap- 
pened, for it hds intensified perils 
which lay dormant, speeded up hos- 
tilities and policies which were playing 
a waiting game, and forced forward 
certain grave issues which might have 
been postponed and in the course of 
time eliminated. Stark and naked, as 
it were, stands this menace of France 
to the peace of Europe. It is no lon- 
ger possible to use veiled words about 
this, to tread lightly in order to avoid 
French susceptibilities. 
years and more since the 
Versailles, Britain has 
with French sentiment , patient with 
French abuse, patient with French 
fears, believing that this abuse was 
due to newspaper agitation, not re- 
flecting the mind of decent French 
people, and that war neuritis account- 
ed for the intolerant and aggressive 
attitude. But the time has gone by 
for pretending that the French govy- 
ernment under Poincare is amenable 
to persuasion or moderation. Men 
now in power in France are determin- 
ed at all costs to thwart the British 
policy which is based upon fair treat 
ment to Germany and generous treat- 
ment to Russia for the sake of peace 
and economic recovery, They have 
made their plans deliberately to crip- 
ple Germany. As soon as Germany 
defaults in her payments, as she is 
bound to do within twelve months at 
the longest delay, and perhaps much 
sooner, France, wishing her to default, 
will seize all her industrial cities along 
the Rhine and control her economic 
life in an absolute strangle hold.

Ruhr Invasion Ready. 


Military plans for the invasion of 
the Ruhr have been made down to the 
last comma. Mrance will act alone if 
Great Britain refuses to join her, and 
will regard as an unfriendly act which 
means war any attempt to thwart her, 
Belgium will avt with France, just as 
France has associated herself with 
Belgium in refusing to come to terms 
with Russia. That is a very serious 
situation, and everybody in the world 
who is interested in peace or war for 
the sake of the lives and bodies of 
future youth must decide in his own 
soul or hers whether France is justi- 
fied or not, and whether Lloyd George 
or Poincare should be supported by the 
moral verdict"6f the world. 

Logically, no doubt, France is right. 
Germany promised to pay her debts. 
If she can not pay she ought to be 
punished, France ought not to relin- 
quish her just claims for reparation. 

But logic would reduce the whole 
world to ruin, just as De Valera’s 
logic is reducing Ireland to ruin, 
Great statesmanship and great leader- 
ship, to say nothing of Christian char- 
ity or commonsense, does not act by 
the strict line of logic, but by com 
promise ‘and reconciling, by helping 
one’s neighbor to help himself, by con- 
verting enemies into friends, by aban- 
doning even just claims if they lead 
to new disasters and greater ruin. 
The safety of Europe is greater even 
than the safety of France alone. The 
health of Europe must not be destroy- 
ed so that France may alone be pow- 
erful. The future of the boyhood of 
the world must not be jeopardised by 
the certainty of new and dreadful

That is 
true. Her logic is unanswerable in 
terms of logic. But in terms of com- 
mon sense her policy is fatal and an 
outrage upon the human family. I 
can see no way of persuasion to 
France except by way of the United 
States. French passion has been 
roused by newspaper propaganda that 
any advice from England is regarded 
as another proof of peeee 
France would listen to the U. S. as she 
would listen to no one else in the 
world because of her indebtedness, and 
for that reason immense responsibility 
rests upon the American people. I 
don’t know what public opinion in Am 
erica is upon this Genoa conference, 
but it is possible and likely that they 
uphold the attitude of France regard 
ing Russia. Now here again France 
is logical. France supporting Bel- 
gium insists upon the restitution of 
foreign property in Russia although 
as a matter of fact France at Cannes 
agreed to compensate instead of resti 
tution. But if any agreement with 
Russia for the sake of European re- 
covery and for humanity’s sake regar- 
} ding the Russian people is to be pre- 
vented because of strict logic and ideal 
justice, then great numbers of Russian 
peasants will be doomed to die next 
year as the great trading possibilities 
of the future will be denied to nations 
urgently in need, and

iod of her career, 

It was with the usual dignity and 
solemn splendor that this twelfth an- 
nual convocation was held when the 
young graduates were impressed with 
the scene long to be remembered as

Kneel- 
ing behind luxuriant and fragrant 
flowers and in the midst of education- 
alists clad in the symbols of scholastic 
attainments, they received at the hands 
of Chancellor Stuart the investiture of 
their degree hood and the diploma, 
signs and seals of completed courses of 
study and the beginning of life’s work 
and service.

AN IMPROVED METHOD OF POI- 
SONING GOPHERS. 


By E. H. Strickland, M. Sc. 


One of the problems with which the 
prairie farmer is faced in the spring is 
that of reducing the number of goph- 
ers that have hibernated in and around 
his fields. Of the methods, 
such as poisoning, fumigating, and 
trapping, which have been utilized 
from time to time for this purpose, it 
would appear that poisoning is the 
best adapted to the use of the average 
farmer. 


several 


Wheat poisoned with strychnine sul- 
phate has been used for many years 
for gopher control but, despite excell- 
ent results obtained with this, its use 
has certain disadvantages. With the 
appearance of green growth in the 
spring the dry grains of poisoned 
wheat are no longer attractive to the 
gophers. This bait, therefore, is of 
value only early in the season. 

In addition to this, the wheat that 
has been poisoned for gopher destruc- 
tion is frequently eaten by the all too 
scarce prairie birds, such as horned 
and meadow larks. Poisoning these 
birds is of serious consequence, since 
each one of them is probablyy a friend 
of the farmer as the gopher is his ene- 
my, for they destroy immense num- 
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bers of noxious insects, such as cut- 
worms and grasshoppers. 

In order to protect these birds from 
being killed by feeding on the poison- 
ed wheat the latter is often placed 
in the gopher burrows instead of be- 
ing scattered near the entrance to the 
hole. Unfortunately, the gopher does 
not feed on this grain while it is in the 
hole. Every day, however, he “cleans 
house” by kicking out any loose earth, 
or other material, that he finds in the 
borrow. In this way he scatters 
around the entrance all of the poison- 
ed grain which may have been placed 
well into the hole. Should he chance 
to find any of these scattered grains 
may feed on them and be poisoned, but 
he has placed them within reach of the 
birds which the farmer sought to pro- 
tect, 

Both of these disadvantages can be 
overcome if oats are used to replace 
wheat as the carrier of the poison. 


Gophers will feed on poisoned oats 
throughout the summer when they 
cannot be tempted with wheat. Of 
still greater importance is the fact) 
that no small birds will feed at any 
time, on these oats. Larger birds, 
such as prairie chicken, partridge and} 
poultry, it is true, feed freely on them, 
but none of these are susceptible to 
poisoning by strychnine. The fact is 
no generally known in Alberta, but it 
has been amply demonstrated both 
here and elsewhere by feeding domes- 
tic poultry for over two weeks on pois- 
oned grain. Gophers fed on grain} 
from the same stock were killed in) 
about five minutes. 

For this reason poisoned oats are | 
not dangerous to any bird-life with the) 
exception of crows and magpies, which | 
may be killed by feeding on the poi-| 
soned gophers. | 

A teaspoonful of poisoned oats, if! 
a little scattered, is not dangerous to} 
stock when placed near the entrance | 
to a gopher burrow, but it is almost 
certain to be found and eaten by the | 
gopher at any season of the year that | 
it is above ground. 

In the states of Montana and the 
Dakotas, where state-wide gopher con- 
trol is compulsory, poisoned oats are 
used to the exclusion of any other 
method of control, and in these states’ 
the gophers have been nearty extermi- | 
nated. It has there been found that! 
“strychnine alkaloid” is far superior, 
to “strychnine sulphate” for poisoning | 
grain, and the following directions for | 
poisoning oats with this substance are) 
those given by Professor R. A. Cooley, | 
of the Montana State College. 


1. Mix one ounce of strychnine al-, 
kaloid, powdered, and one ounce of 
baking soda (1 tablespoonful) togeth 
er in a dry form. 

2. Prepare starch paste as follows: | 
Dissolve one heaping tablespoonful of | 


jdry gloss starch in a little cold water. 


When thoroughly dissolved add en- | 
ough water to make three-fourths of a) 
pint. Boil and stir constantly until a 
clear, thin paste is formed. 

3. Now stir the mixture of strych- 
nine and baking soda into the starch 
while the latter is still hot; stir thor-| 
oughly until a creamy mass is formed. 

4. Add one-fourth pint of any or- 
dinary syrup, such as corn syrup and 
stir thoroughly. 

5. Add one-eighth of an ounce (1 
teaspoonful) of saccharine and one-| 
eighth of an ounce (1 tablespoonfui) 
of glycerine, and ggain stir thorough- 
ly. | 

6. Pour this mixture over twenty | 
quarts of good clean oats and stir un- | 
til every kernel is covered with a thin 
coat of poisoned starch paste. This | 
can be done in an ordinary wash tub. 

A quart of oats contains 120 tea- 
spoonfuls or enough for that number 
of burrows. | 

It will be seen that this formula 
calls for considerably more work than | 
does the usual preparation with stry- 
chnine sulphate, but if any municipal 
council or farmers’ organization § is} 
contemplating an extensive campaign | 
this spring we would strongly recom- | 
mend that it be employed in order that 
the bait may be used throughout the! 
summer, and that valuable birds will | 
not be killed. |

| WOMEN'S INSTITUTE 


CONFERENCE; LETHBRIDGE 


At the Women’s Institute Confer- 
ence, held in Lethbridge in April, the 
President, Mrs. Beaubier, spoke of the 
Institute as a wonderful machinery for 
friendship, kept in running order by 
good fellowship. Here is repreesnte- 
ed culture, refinement, ideals of edu- 
cation and training in the service ,o 
women for “Home and Country. 

Mr. G. F. McNally, supervisor of 
schools, Edmonton, spoke of the mak- 
ing of good citizens, training the 
children with the common experience 
of the home as a basis, teaching the 
qualities that would make for good 
citizens. The need of women show- 
ing their interest in school and teach 
er, and he thought it very advisable 
that a woman should be a member of 
the school board—one to whom the 
; teacher, more especially if a young 
woman, could turn for council and ad- 
vice. In the country districts schools 
and teachers have most hours of in- 
fluence on the child, He urged the 
advisability of teachers remaining 
longer than one year in one school, 
Sometimes the teacher had the 
that she was not wanted for a second 
term and the trustees, thinking that, 
as she had not asked to remain, de- 
cided she did not wish to stay, where- 
as all had been satisfied. 

Mrs. Nellie McClung spoke of the 
work done in England and Europe 
by the Women’s Institute, and claim- 
ed that it is the means of bringing 
the right kind of settlers to Canada. 
Women who are members of Women’s 
Institutes over there are welcomed and 
made to feel that we are “neighborly” 
and we can make them feel that this 
is “a country of kind hearts and wo- 
manly sympathizers,” then they should 
love this land. In concluding Mrs. 
McClung said: “Every woman in Can 
ada should be a member of the Wo 
men’s Institute. It isthe greatest em- 
pire builder in the British Empire.” 

There is a wonderful opportunity 
for helping each community and it 
only through co-operation and a good 
community spirit that this can be 
done. The Macleod Women’s Institute 
has made a start by erecting swings 
and teeters in the Court House Square 
for the use of the younger children, 
As the Institute is not a money mak- 
ing society, it is unable to do anything

HOT WEATHER BREAKFASTS 


What to serve for breakfast in hot 
weather is more or less of a rea! prob- 
lem for the housewife, for it is so of 
ten difficult to think of any dish un- 
usuzbenvugh-to bo.tempting that does 
not take a great deal of time to pre- 
pare. 

The matter of service is very im- 
portant. The fruit should come from 
the refrigerator to the table ice cold. 
If there is a grape arbor in the back 
yard it is well worth the trouble to run 
out and pick a few of the more perfect 
leaves for a garnish. Somehow half 1 
cantaloupe, a bunch of cold grapes or 
a mound of berries seems twice a 
when served on a crisp green leaf. A 
delightful way to serve oranges is to 
cut them in slices, two to each person, 
and put a of canned pineapph 
between them, sandwich style. Ban 
anas hardly seem like a hot weather 
fruit, but if very cold, cut lengthwise 
in the skins, sprinkled with powdered 
sugar and then with lemon juice they 
will be as popular as the more succu 
lent fruits.
